First of all, it is not the indiv idual 
opinion of o ne member of so ciety 
ex tended to enco mpass all his fello w 
citizens. 
It is, ho wev er, suppo sed to be an 
o pinio n held by mo st peo ple who 
hav e so me co mmo n bond, like being 
citizens of a city . 
Now peo ple do not naturally ar­ 
riv e at the sam e opinion. 
So mething mo lds them. 
Traditio ns held mo re o r less in 
co mmo n, 
co mbinatio ns 
o f 
truth 
and my th which are part o f a 
culture in which o ne is raised, 
and o ther facto rs tend to mold 
o pinio ns. 
Each 
indiv idual 
is subjected to 
these. 
Since the bulk of mo lded opinions 
represents ideas we hav e accepted 
without thinking about them, they 
are not pro perly called our opinion. 
Rut rather are notions co nfo rming 
to popular belief which we hav e 
accepted. 
Against these, ratio nal, lo gical and 
co nclusiv e pro o fs are o ften futile in 
attempts to sho w where truth has 
fled the my th. 
The human tendency Is to want 
to be liked and this tempts us 
to identify with o thers. This urge 
t* stro ng eno ugh that we o ften 
giv e up our indiv iduality . 
We dare not be different, so we 
dare not think o r co nsider ideas for 
w e might reach co nclusio ns which 
differ fro m po pular beliefs. 
It is the lack of critical thinking 
which allo ws public opinion mo lders 
to work effectiv ely . 
Public o pinio n, at best, should be 
truly a “ grass ro o ts” ex pressio n of 
indiv idually tho ught out ideas. How­ 
ev er, in practice, it is an opinion 
handed do wn from “ upstairs” which 
the m ass below' accepts. 
In 
the 
United 
States, 
public 
opinio n meaning all citizens of this 
natio n hardly ex ists. Fo r instance, 
all citizens do not feel the sam e 
way 
abo ut 
the 
U. S. 
.Supreme 
Court, and y et it is the final ad­ 
judicato r o f disputes related to the 
interpretatio n o f the U. S. Co nstitu­ 
tio n. 
There are, in reality , many public 
o pinio ns. One will hav e an opinion 
if he is a faithful adherent of o ne of 
the 
majo r 
po litical 
parties 
which 
ano ther belo nging to different po liti 
cal party will not hold. 
Most public scho o l teachers in the 
United States belo ng to the Natio nal 
Educatio n Assn. Yet Dix on teachers, 
fo r the mo st part are against federal 
aid to educatio n, while, on the o ther 
hand, the NEA co nducts a stro ng 
lo bby to get federal aid to educatio n 
bills passed into law. 
At a recent meeting of the NEA 
which is a national o rganizatio n 
there was great debate abo ut segre­ 
gatio n in scho o ls. The rather mild 
po sitio n taken by the o rganizatio n 
pro bably 
would 
not 
be 
stro ng 
eno ugh to suit Northern Illino is 
teachers. 
Ho wev er, 
in both instances, the 
po sitio n taken is the o fficial line of 
NEA and could be said to be the 
public opinion of United States pub­ 
lic scho o l teachers. 
In the case of teachers the “ so 
called” 
public opinion 
is not the 
o pinion o f the indiv iduals who make 
up the memberships of the o rganiza­ 
tio ns. 
This is used only as an ex ample 
to sho w how “ public o pinio n” so 
o ften is not opinion which is gen­ 
erated 
by 
the 
public, 
and 
that 
o ften it is not in agreement with 
segments of opinions of a particular 
public. 
Why can it continue? 
Because, v ery ' humanely , we are 
afraid to think critically and to o b­ 
ject; we just go alo ng. 
This is wo rse than the blind lead­ 
ing the blind.

Fifth Monk

SAIGON, Viet Nam (JR—President 
Ngo Dinh D iem ’s g o v e r n m e n t 
clamped martial law on two majo r 
Vietnamese cities to day in the wake 
o f ano ther Buddhist suicide by fire— 
the third this week. 


Martial law was impo sed on the 
central Viet Nam capital o f Hue, 
where the latest burning o ccurred 
early to day , and on the co astal city 
o f 
Nhatrang, 
where 
Vietnamese 
tro o ps quelled a big demo nstratio n 
with tear gas. 


Reliable so urces said U.S. military 
perso nnel had been restricted to their 
barracks fro m dusk to dawn in both 
cities, which are centers o f U.S. m ili­ 
tary adv iso ry gro ups. 
All Vietnamese in Hue ex cept civ il 
serv ants and tro o ps were o rdered to 
stay indo o rs. 
Tensio n reached a new pitch when 
a 7 1-y ear-old Buddhist monk, Thich 
lie u Dieu, burned himself to death 
at 4 a rn. in Hue’s biggest pago da. 
It was the fifth such ritual suicide in 
two mo nths in the Buddhist cam ­ 
paign 
against 
the 
go v ernment 
of 
Diem, a Ro man Catho lic. 
Sev eral hundred g o v e r n m e n t 
tro o ps ringed the Tu Dam pago da 
but did not try to enter the building, 
where Buddhists guarded the mo nk’s 
body .

Tile Rev . Joe Patterson, then pas­ 
tor, prom ptly replied that to bar a 
person becau se of eolor wou ld “ re ­ 
du ce the chu rch, which was fou nded 
by Christ to be a u niv ersal and re ­ 
dem ptiv e fellowship, to nothing m ore 
than a social clu b.” 
His v iewpoint brou ght sharply con­ 
flicting reaction from the congrega­ 
tion. 
R ather 
than

chu rch,’’ the Rev . Mr. Patterson re­ 
signed, effectiv e Ju ne 29 . 
Su ch rases hav e becom e increas­ 
ingly frequ ent. 
Nu m erou s pastors In the Sou th, 
and a few In the North, hav e left 
their pu lpits u nder v ary ing degrees 
of pressu re becau se of their stands 
against racial segregation. 
The total nu m ber is u nknown, since 
the reason for m inisterial d epart­ 
u res ordinarily is not specified when 
su ch conflicts are inv olv ed, chu rch 
officials say . 
Howev er, reports hav e tu rned u p 
m ore than a score of clergy m en 
who hav e left their pu lpits since 
early spring u nder fire for their 
stands on race relations.

hav e had.

But all signs indicate that our representativ es hav e been on con­ 
stant guard against any fast shuffle during the treaty negotiations. 


Why should any one hav e been so suspicious of a hidden gim m ick 


In the treaty ? 
For one reason, because of the “ m anaged” news in the recent 
Cuban affair. Many Am ericans hav e felt they not only were kept unin­ 


form ed in that ease, hut w ere actually m isled as to the facts. 
They hav e been wondering if they might not run into m ore of the 
sam e treatm ent in the test ban treaty . Secretary Rusk’s frankness has 


dispelled that suspicion. 
So now w e can concentrate on keeping our guard and watching 


like a hawk to m ake sure the Russians keep their word, as giv en in 
the treaty . 
Our guess is that the Senate and the country will decide the risk

Press r e p o r t e d that dip lo matic 
so u rces said Ru ssia last week p ro m­

Tills kind of Ru ssian co o p eratio n, 
to get American ap p ro v al of a treaty 
which Ru ssia wants as mu ch as the 
Kennedy administratio n, is p ro bably 
u np recedented, at least in recent 
histo ry . 


Russian ag reement to the treaty 
Is ev en mo re unusual-—if if. to o . 
thinks the United States has such 
superio rity —since the treaty , by 
banning 
all 
tests ex cept 
under­ 
g ro und. makes Russian effo rts to 
catch up mo re difficult. 
To gether the Senate hearings and 
debate will take p erhap s a mo nth or 
mo re. That’s a long time fo r Khru sh­ 
chev to keen q u iet while the United 
States go es u nchallenged in telling 
the wo rld Ru ssia Is seco nd-best. 
This silence can hardly last fo r­ 
ev er and p ro bably wo n’t any lo nger 
than it takes the Senate to giv e its 
ap p ro v al. Ru ssia might make that 
ap p ro v al mu ch mo re do u btfu l lf it 
began sho u ting co u nterclaims now. 
Secretary of State Dean Ru sk, for 
Instance, said this co u ntry has held 
co mmu nism in check 18 y ears bv 
the “ deterrent fo rce of o u r massiv e 
military strength.” 
And he added: “ We shall main­ 
tain that o v erwhelming strength u n­ 
til we are certain that freedo m can 
be assu red by o ther means.” 
And ev en tho ug h Rusk play ed 
badminto n with Khrushchev last 


week. he didn’t hesitate to ex press 
less 
than 
co mplete 
co nfidence 
Khrushchev wo uldn’t cheat o n the 
treaty . He said he co uldn’t g uar­ 
antee it wo uldn't happen. 


Secretary of Defense Ro bert S. 
McNamara 
was 
ev en 
mo re 
em. 
p hatic. He said flatly American nu ­ 
clear fo rces “ are manifestly su p er­ 
io r.” He assu red his listeners this 
su p erio rity wou ld be p ro lo nged rather 
than diminished by the treaty . 


Ev en in testing u ndergro u nd, the 
only kind the treaty p ermits and the 
kind President Kennedy said this 
co u ntry will definitely co ntinu e, Mc­ 
Namara said this co u ntry “ has had 
su bstantially mo re ex p erience.” 


Therefo re, he said, the ag ree­ 
ment wo uld “ at least retard So ­ 
v iet pro g ress and pro lo ng the dur­ 
atio n o f o ur techno lo g ical super, 
io rity .” He went e\en further. He 
ex pressed the o pinio n that the in­ 
crease 
in 
American 
superio rity 
o v er the last fo ur y ears pro bably 
made the So v iet Unio n decide to 
ag ree to the test ban. 


Nex t came Gen. Max well D. Tay ­ 
lor. chairman of the Jo int Chiefs of 
Staff, to say these to p military men 
co nsider the United States “ clearly 
ahead” of the Sov iets “ in the ability 
to wage strategic w ar” and that it 
is p ro bably ahead “in the ability to 
wage tactical war.” 


Under the co mbined testimo ny of 
these three men any o p p osition left 
in the Senate seemed badly melted.

Sen. 
Richard 
B. 
Ru ssell,

tho u ght it odd that all three ex ­ 
p ressed fear that “ eu p ho ria” in the 
West o v er the treaty might redu ce 
its v igilance.

as a “ feeling o f well-being o r ela­ 
tio n. specially o ne that is g ro und­ 
less,” Yet, no thing co uld do mo re 
to g iv e the West a feeling o f ela­ 
tio n than the testimo ny o f Ru sk.

Ru ssell said he was “ co nsu med 
with cu rio sity ” abo u t how the wo ld 
go t into the testimo ny of all three 
men hu t he said “ it's firmly estab­ 
lished no w” and “ we’ll hav e eu p ho r­ 
ia all aro u nd u s.”
